Claims 1-10 are allowable in light of the applicant's terminal disclaimer filed on February 

4. 2003. The closest prior art in the record are Diamandis et ah, (US Patent No. 5,552,283, 
published on September 3, 1 996), Erlich et al, (US Patent No.5,3 14,809, published on May 24, 
1994), Ryder et al, (US Patent No. filed on June 7, 1995), and Haff et al, (PCR Methods and 
Applications, 3, 332-337, 1994). These prior art did not teach to calculating primer 
concentrations using the formula: C A =C L (L A ^L L ) 2 . These prior art either alone or in combination 
with the other art in the record does not teach or reasonably suggest a method for performing 
multiple polymerase chain reactions in a single vessel which comprises all of the limitations recited 
in claim 1 .
